Carpenter et al, WO 94/00508, discloses polyoxyalkylene esters of formula (I) 

(see page 1, line 24-page 2, line 10 for the structure of formula (I)) for use as nonionic 
surfactants (see abstract and page 1 , lines 14-23). However, patentee differs from 
applicant in that Carpenter et al does not teach or suggest in general an anionic 
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surfactant compound that contains a terminal group that comprises an acidic hydrogen 
atom, as required by applicant in the instant invention. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
